authentic.  K  »s  from  the  pen  of 
George  P.  Howard,  evangelist  to  the

Thu  was  the  question  I  asked  of 
leaders  of  thought  In  a  recent  trip 
through  Chile.  Argentina.  Uruguay. 
Brazil.  Peru.  Bolivia.  Colombia  and 
Mexico.  In  hundred#  of  Interviews  I 
was  able  to  discover  that  the  best 
thought  In  Latin  America  ridicule# 
an?  such  Idea.  Dr.  Casal  C  as  tel.  a 
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washing  of  regeneration,  and  renew¬ 
ing  of  the  Holy  Ghost; 

•  Which  He  shed  on  us  abundantly 
tTi rough  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour; 

•That  being  Justified  by  His  grace, 
we  should  be  made  heirs  according  to 
the  hope  of  eternal  life.” 

This  scripture  from  Titus  gives  us 
one  of  the  two  times  the  word  regen¬ 
eration  Is  used  in  the  New  Testament. 
The  gospel  of  Matthew  gives  the 
other  occasion.  Even  though  the 
word  itself  Is  found  only  two  times, 
the  Idea  and  related  words  are  found 
many  times,  for  regeneration  is  at 
the  heart  of  God’s  message  of  love. 

Salvation  is  an  experience  brought 
about  when  man  meets  the  necessary 
conditions.  In  being  saved  man  Is 
the  recipient,  for  salvation  Is  a  gift 
through  Jesus  Christ.  Ood  and  man 
each  has  a  part  In  this  spiritual  ex¬ 
perience.  On  the  divine  side  the 
heavenly  Father  provides  forgive¬ 
ness.  Justification,  regeneration,  and 
adoption.  On  the  human  side  man 
repents  of  his  sin  and  has  faith  In 
Jesus  Christ.  God’s  only  begotten 
Son.  as  his  Saviour.  These  six  terms 
all  apply  to  the  same  experience  and 
cannot  be  defined  without  relation¬ 
ship  to  each  other.  8alvatlon  Is  a 
unified  experience  personal  and  eter¬ 
nal.  Let  us  not  think  of  any  de¬ 
scription  of  salvation  In  such  a  way

It  has 
aroused  that  church  from  Its  sleep 
of  the  centuries.  When  Catholicism 
was  the  state  religion  of  Brazil  and 
It  had  no  competition,  that  church

According  to  Mrs.  Carter  Wright, 
stewardship  chairman  of  Southern 
Baptist  W  M  U.,  in  her  message  at 
San  Antonio  in  1*42:  “Our  boys' 
blood  will  be  the  price  we  wdl  pay 
for  the  failure  we  have  made  of  the 
great  task  of  giving  Christ  to  the 
world  Many  of  our  boys  will  come 
back  blind,  crippled,  and  shell¬ 
shocked,  and  we  must  say  that  we 
did  it  by  our  neglect.  Why  didn't  we 
send  missionaries  to  Japan  when  her 
government  begged  for  them?  Forty 
years  ago  the  Japanese  government 
looked  around  over  the  world  and 
decided  that  what  Japan  needed  was 
Christianity.  She  said  to  us.  'Please 
send  us  Bibles  and  men  and  women 
to  tell  us  about  Christianity.’  There 
Is  only  one  reason  why  we  didn't 
comply  with  this  request  and  that  Is 
that  ti )c  c  hurt  ties  spent  the  sacred 
tithe  on  themselves.  We  have  al- 


have  some  chance. 

If  «e  apply  the  teachings  of  Christ  In 
church  the  souls  of  one  race  will  look 
aa  valuable  as  those  of  another.

Brother 
pleaded  against  cutUng  the  needle  out 
because  he  said  that  It  would  hurt  It 
did  hurt  to  cut  it  out.  but  It  was  better 
to  cut  tt  out  than  to  let  tt  stay  in  his 
loot.

God  wants  churches  with  members  who 
are  living  clean,  holy  lives  He  can  use 
this  kind.  He  can  t  use  the  polluted 
ones.

If  we  help  to  plan  a  budget  or  vote 
to  adopt  one  that  does  not  provide 
for  a  plan  for  that  two-thirds  of  the 
world  who  have  never  heard  of  Jesus, 
are  we  voting  to  continue  the  war? 

When  we  look  our  Lord  in  the  face, 

I  don't  believe  He  is  going  to  excuse 
us  for  disobeying  His  last  command 
just  because  we  want  certain  im¬ 
provements  on  our  church  property 
or  because  we  have  a  church  debt. 
Many  Christians  want  improvements 
in  their  homes.

East  and  Lyndon  churches  and 
have  all  the  engagements  that  I  can 
possibly  accept  for  the  rest  of  the 
time  that  I  am  to  be  here.  I  shall 
take  part  in  a  simultaneous  city-wide 
School  of  Missions  from  the’ 13th  to 
18th  of  February  and  am  scheduled 
to  speak  in  seven  churches  during 
that  week. 

If  plans  materialize.  I  shall  be  back 
in  Mississippi  the  last  of  March  and 
then  I’ll  finish  telling  you  of  the 
many  happy  experiences  here.

*  EDUCATION  OE  BULGARIAN  KING 
CAUSES  CONTROVERSY  BITWEEN 
GOVERNMENT  AND  ORTHODOX 
CHURCH 


Stockholm  1  By  Wireless  to  RNS' — 
Conflict  has  arisen  between  the  Bul¬ 
garian  government  and  the  Holy 
Synod  of  the  Orthodox  Church  over 
arrangements  for  supervising  the  re¬ 
ligious  education  of  7-year-old  King 
Simeon  II,  successor  to  King  Boris 
in,  who  died  last  September. 

.  The  issue  arose  when  the  govem- 
|  ment,  without  consulting  the  Ortho¬ 
dox  Synod,  appointed  Archbishop 
Filaret  to  a  regency  committee  set 
up  in  acocrdance  with  the  Bulgarian 
constitution.  The  Synod  refused  to 
approve  the  appointment,  and  when 
the  archbishop  offered  to  resign,  the 
government  insisted  that  he  remain. 

The  attitude  of  the  Holy  Synod  is 
that  it  has  the  first  right  to  supervise 
the  young  king’s  religious  education 
and  that  it  is  the  only  body  compe¬ 
tent  to  determine  who  is  best  quali¬ 
fied  to  undertake  this  responsibility. 
Under  Bulgarian  law,  the  king  must 
belong  to  the  Orthodox  faith,  the  es¬ 
tablished  religion  of  the  state. 

The  stand  taken  by  the  Synod  is 
said  to  have  the  backing  of  aU  the 
Bulgarian  bishops,  and  indications 
are  that  the  church  will  not  back 
down  in  its  demand  to  name  the 
kings  spiritual  teacher.

The  faculty  of  the  Baptist  Bible 
Institute  voted  on  January  31  its 
willingness  to  inaugurate  a  summer 
session  In  the  light  of  the  present 
war  emergency.  The  National  Selec¬ 
tive  Service  Headquarters  has  re¬ 
quested  that  theological  education 
be  put  on  a  year-round  basis.  Just 
as  has  been  done  for  all  other  pro¬ 
fessional  groups  granted  draft  defer¬ 
ment  or  exemption.  This  would  serve 
two  purposes.  It  would  enable  the 
theological  student  to  intensify  his 
own  work,  even  as  all  other  students 
have  had  to  do.  It  would  also  mean 
that  more  men  would  be  available  at 
an  earlier  date  for  the  vacancies  not 
only  in  the  ranks  of  the  chaplaincy, 
but  also  for  the  increasing  number 
of  pastorless  churches. 

It  remains  yet  to  be  seen  whether 
theological  students  are  anxious  to 
intensify  their  training  course.  The 
faculty  of  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute 
is  willing  to  sacrifice  Its  summer 
vacation.  If  there  should  prove  to  be 
sufficient  demand,  and  if  a  feasible 
plan  can  be  worked  out  by  the  school 
administration.

1  14‘-j-oz.  can  evaporated  (not  con¬ 
densed)  milk. 

2  packages  bouillon  cubes  (10 
cubes). 

1  1-lb.  package  hard  candies  (not 
peanut  bars  or  milk  chocolate). 

1  small  sewing  kit  (assorted  needles 
and  pins  rolled  in  a  small  square  of 
cloth,  one  spool  of  black  and  white 
cotton  thread;  and  one  packet  of 
buttons  on  card  or  thread).  If  not 
available  In  stores  ask  housewives  to 
share  from  their  sewing  baskets. 

2  bars  white  laundry  or  bath  soap

They  are 
learning  what  discipline  means,  not 
only  in  the  matter  of  military  routine, 
but  in  regard  to  that  control  ot  self 
and  the  application  of  one’s  personal 
powers  to  a  definite  goal.  They  are 
learning  what  consecration  to  pa¬ 
triotism  means.  For  that  objective, 
they  are  being  drilled  day  by  day. 
What  a  great  gap  will  exist  between 
the  churches  and  the  young  men  who 
have  gone  from  their  numbers,  un- 
leas  the  churches  voluntarily  accept 
the  challenge  of  consecration  to  a 
higher  devotion  than  patriotism,  one 
which  sanctifies  and  purifies  patriot¬ 
ism — consecration  to  our  Lord  and 
His  great  cause  on  earth.  A  good  re¬ 
action  came  as  a  result  of  Private 
Bryant's  letter  to  the  church  in  his 
home  town.  A  back -to -church  move¬ 
ment  was  started  and  the  clubs  of 
the  city  gave  It  support.  But  if  there 
Is  to  be  such  a  movement  anywhere, 
let  the  churches  be  aware  that  if  the 
people  do  begin  to  come  back  to  them 
they  must  have  such  a  warm  spiritual 
atmosphere,  the  Word  of  Ood  must 
be  so  faithfully  preached  and  exem¬ 
plified  and  the  holy  things  of  our 
faith  must  be  set  forth  with  such 
simple  clarity  and  virtue  that  the 
people  will  love  to  come  again  and 
again.

How  long  will  Southern  Baptists 
tolerate  grass  violations  of  their 
God-given  rights,  and  constitutional 
guarantees?  How  long  must  we  put 
up  with  discriminations  against  our 
denomination?

We  have  seen  public  monies  ap¬ 
plied  to  private  Catholic  schools, 
money  taken  from  the  taxpayers' 
pockets.  The  President  has  appointed 
a  personal  representative,  or  ambas¬ 
sador,  to  the  Vatican,  which  at  least 
was  very  bad  judgment.  Our  churches 
have  been  made  tax-collecting  agen¬ 
cies.

Dear  old  Dr.  Venable 
used  to  translate  Luke,  “He  didn't 
know  what  he  was  talking  about,” 
and  that  translation  finds  me  the 
best  of  all.  What  shall  anyone  say 
of  this  celestial  scene'  Who  shall 
know  what  he  Is  talking  about  when 
he  essays  to  discuss  this  event?

For  he  Is  coming  back  and  all  eyes 
shall  sec  him.

Dr.  D.  M.  Nelson,  president  of 
Mississippi  College,  has  announced 
award  of  the  Dam  peer  Scholarship 
for  19+4  to  Ted  Clark,  a  senior  at 
Mississippi  College. 

The  "Miles  Dam  peer  Memorial 
Scholarship”  is  awarded  each  year  to 
the  ministerial  student  adjudged  by 
the  faculty  to  be  the  most  promis¬ 
ing  among  his  fellows.  Both  Junior 
and  senior  ministerial  students  are 
eligible  for  this  scholarship. 

The  scholarship  was  established  In 
1915  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  M  Dampeer 
of  Crystal  Springs,  as  a  memorial  to 
their  son,  Miles,  who  died  while  a 
student  at  Mississippi  College.

do  anything,  have  compassion  on  us, 
and  help  us.”  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
“If  thou  canst!  All  things  are  pos¬ 
sible  to  him  that  believeth.”  "I  be¬ 
lieve;  help  thou  mine  unbelief”  'Mark 
9  23-25). 

The  disciples  had  previously  exer¬ 
cised  authority  to  deal  with  cases 
of  a  like  sort,  and  the  father  of  the 
epileptic  boy  had  doubtless  heard 
that  they  had.  Why,  then,  they  were 
impotent  now,  neither  they  nor  the 
father  of  the  boy  seemed  to  under¬ 
stand.  It  was  not  the  method  of 
the  Lord  to  use  time  in  discussing 
the  point  now.  Instead,  he  addressed 
himself  to  the  father.  The  father 
told  him  the  trouble  with  the  boy, 
that  he  had  brought  him  to  the  dis¬ 
ciples.  and  that  they  had  failed  to 
give  the  boy  relief.  And  then  the 
anxious  father  made  his  request.  "If 
you  can  do  anything  for  the  boy, 
please  do  it.”  “If  thou  canst!"  "If 
you  can!"  Are  you  doubting  that  I 
can  heal  your  boy?  Do  you  doubt 
my  ability?  That  is  not  the  point  of 
weakness  at  all.  That  point  Is  your 
belief.  Nothing  is  impossible  to  me 
if  you  have  faith,  if  you  believe.  “I 
do  believe:  help  me  to  believe  more 
and  frith  ji  stronger,  firmer,  more  in¬ 
telligent  belief.”  The  Lord  healed 
the  boy. 

The  disciples  had  been  perplexed 
at  the  first,  and  now  they  were  more 
so.  "Why  could  not  we  cast  It  out?” 
"Because  of  your  little  faith"  'Matt. 
17:19;.  “'We  could  not  cast  it  out.' 
And  He  said  unto  them.  This  kind 
can  come  out  by  nothing,  save  by 
prayer'”  (Mark  9:29).  Some  cases 
are  more  difficult  than  others. 
Greater  faith  is  needed  in  such  cases. 
Maybe  the  demon  drink  has  had  a 
man  in  its  clutches  so  long  and  com¬ 
pletely  that  it  takes  a  larger  meas¬ 
ure  of  faith  to  cast  it  out  than  it 
takes  to  strengthen  the  will  of  a 
young  man  against  giving  place  to 
the  demon  In  the  first  place.  Maybe 
It  takes  more  faith  to  win  a  hardened 
sinner  a  bondman  of  the  devil  for 
many  years,  than  to  win  a  man  of 
comparatively  clean  life,  who  has 
never  given  complete  control  of  his 
life  to  the  wicked. 

You  say  to  me,  "Sit  there  in  com¬ 
fort  in  your  warm  study  and  write  of 
this  matter.  Tell  me  that  my  in¬ 
ability  to  do  great  work  for  the  Lord 
arises  from  my  lack  of  faith.  All 
right!  Can  you  do  it?”  I  answer  you 
out  of  my  heart;  I  have  got  as  far  as 
the  father  of  the  boy,  “Lord,  I  be¬ 
lieve;  help  thou  mine  unbelief." 


TIME  TO  THINK 


In  no  spirit  of  unfriendliness,  but 
out  of  consideration  for  our  denomi¬ 
national  interests,  we  are  compelled

In  the  January  Issue  of 
Southern  Baptist  Home  Missions 
there  appear  the  following  advertise¬ 
ments:  American  Prophetic  League  of 
California,  two  seven-inch  insertions; 
Faith  Prayer  League,  two  one- inch 
Insertions;  Tabernacle  Publishing 
Company,  two-thirds  of  a  page.  Da¬ 
vid  C.  Cook,  nearly  four-inch  inser¬ 
tion.  We  know  of  no  state  paper  that 
has  not  refused  to  accept  the  adver¬ 
tising  of  David  C.  Cook  on  the 
grounds  that  the  company  publishes 
and  distributes  literature  which  con¬ 
tains  what  Baptists  know  as  hurtful 
heresies.  Has  the  Home  Board  any 
right  to  carry  such?  And  anyone 
reading  the  literature  of  these  pro¬ 
phetic  leagues  and  faith  prayer 
leagues  and  such  knows  that  they 
have  nothing  to  help  Baptists  be  bet¬ 
ter  or  more  faithful.  We  wonder  if 
It  is  possible  that  the  Home  Board  s 
employees  have  ever  realized  to  what 
end  they  are  selling  space  in  their 
paper  when  such  agencies  are  allowed 
to  buy  it.  Certainly,  with  that  Board 
out  of  debt,  it  cannot  claim  that  it 
must  have  income  from  such  sales. 
Better  have  no  magazine! — Western

1  wish.  In  a  brief  word,  to  report 
on  the  visit  of  a  distinguished  Bap¬ 
tist  leader  of  Britain,  Dr.  H.  R.  Wil¬ 
liamson.  Secretary  of  the  Baptist 
Mtsaiasionary  Society,  of  London. 

Secretary  Williamson  was  In  the 
United  Stales  last  week  on  the  first 
leg  of  a  world  tour,  and  was  in  At¬ 
lanta  for  only  a  few  hours,  much  to 
our  regret.  It  would  have  been  our 
great  privilege  and  pleasure  to  have 
arranged  a  meeting  at  which  many  of 
our  people  might  have  met  and  heard 
the  distinguished  missionary  leader, 
but  he  was  hurrying  on  to  Miami, 
where  hr  caught  a  plane  for  Jamaica. 
His  next  stop  will  be  Africa,  and 
thence  to  India.  Ceylon  and  China. 

During  his  stay  In  North  Africa. 
Secretary  Williamson  visited  Toronto. 
Chicago,  Indianapolis.  Boston,  New 
York.  Philadelphia.  Washington, 
Richmond  and  Atlanta. 

"I  am  in  Atlanta,"  said  Dr  William¬ 
son.  “to  express  in  person  the  sense 
of  deep  gratitude  which  we  British 
Baptists  feel  to  you  Southern  Baptists 
for  the  great  part  you  played  In 
raising  that  magnificent  sum  amount¬ 
ing  to  over  fifty  thousand  pounds 
($250.0001  to  enable  us  to  maintain 
our  mission  work  in  war  time.  .  .  .** 
He  went  on  to  tell  me  the  amazing 
story,  something  of  which  I  had  al¬ 
ready  learned  from  Dr.  Rushbrooke 
and  from  my  weekly  reading  of  The 
Baptist  Times.  ^>ndon,  of  how  Brit¬ 
ish  Baptists,  under  the  burden  of  the 
costs  of  the  wsr  in  money  and  In 
lives,  had  celebrated  the  one  hundred 
and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  Baptist  Missionary 
Society  and  the  going  of  William 
Carey.  In  1792.  by  raising  themselves 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
pounds  ($750,0001. 

In  his  all  too-brlef  visit.  Secretary 
Williamson  cheered  and  thrilled  my 
own  heart  with  his  interpretation  of 
the  unprecedented  spirit  of  our  Bap¬ 
tist  people  throughout  the  earth,  and 
the  glorious  opportunity  which  now 
awaits  us  In  entering  the  wide-open 
doors  of  a  world  that  wistfully  waits 
for  the  Good  News  t>f  God’s  redeem¬ 
ing  love. 

He  brought  me  a  gift  from  Mr. 
William  Parker-Grey,  Rush-mills, 
Northampton.  England.  It  ts  a  piece 
of  marble,  intended,  no  doubt,  for  a 
paper  weight,  bearing  this  Inscrip¬ 
tion:

Praises  I'd  ur  a  tors 

Dr.  Hujo  Femandex  Artucto,  a 
member  o I  the  Uruguayan  House  o I 
Deputies,  a  prominent  writer  and  dis¬ 
coverer  of  the  Nasi  net-work  in  Uru¬ 
guay,  said  to  me:  “Protestant  mls- 
atonanes  and  teachers  represent  the 
spiritual  America  which  Uruguayans 
love.  ,  .  .  The  spirit  of  Catholic  in¬ 
tolerance  which  is  being  reflected  in 
the  foreign  policy  of  the  U.  S  at 
present,  is  very  disturbing  to  us  in 
Uruguay;  we  take  it  as  a  symptom  of 
a  dangerous  leaning  toward  totali¬ 
tarianism.  There  is  evidently  a 
clerical  uprising  in  the  world  today 
and  it  would  appear  that  it  is  gain¬ 
ing  strength  in  the  U.  S.” 

Dr.  Ghioldi.  writer,  educator  and 
editor  of  an  important  Buenos  Aires 
daily,  and  a  recent  delegate  from  the 
Argentine  government  to  the  U.  S.  to 
study  educational  problems,  wrote  to 
me  as  follows: 

•The  work  accomplished  by  British 
and  American  missionaries  has  never 
created  difficulties,  nor  stirred  up 
trouble.  Its  very  variety — preaching, 
service  in  the  interest  of  human  wel¬ 
fare.  a  high  tjpe  of  recreational  ac¬ 
tivity  and  sense  of  human  solidarity 
—all  are  looked  upon  with  great  sym¬ 
pathy  by  those  of  us  who  see  in  re¬ 
ligion  a  force  that  tends  to  draw  men 
together.  As  an  educator.  1  cannot 
forget  the  valuable  contribution 
which  a  Protestant  educator  made  to 
the  development  of  education  In  my 
country  by  introducing  the  Lancas- 
tarian  method  of  teaching.  The  at¬ 
titude  of  those  who  have  questioned 
the  value  and  legitimacy  of  Protest¬ 
ant  missions  reveals  the  fact  they 
are  out  of  step  with  the  times.  Is 
not  the  world  today  struggling  for  re¬ 
ligious  freedom?  Has  not  the  world 
discovered  with  horrow  the  conse¬ 
quence  of  a  religious  totalitarianism? 

“It  were  well  for  those  who  are 
over  zealous  In  emphasizing  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  Protestantism  and 
Catholicism  to  remember  that  there 
is  a  common  root  which  binds  these 
v  .  two  together.  I  refer  to  the  Bible. 
In  the  presence  of  that  book,  jeal¬ 
ousies  and  attitudes  of  intolerance 
ought  to  fade  away. 

Deplores  C.  S.  Attitude

1U  philanthropic 
and  social  service  activities.  iU  prop¬ 
aganda  and  IU  teachings  have  always 
been  inspired  by  the  highest  Chris¬ 
tian  principles  and  by  the  ethical 
doctrines  of  love  and  peace  to  all 
men.” 

Manuel  Seoane.  editor  of  Chile's 
most  popular  magazine,  after  a  re¬ 
cent  visit  to  the  U.  8.  wrote  a  book 
on  his  impressions.  He  there  re¬ 
marks  that  he  had  noticed  that  the 
influence  of  the  U.  8.  government 
was  producing  a  return  of  Protestant 
missionaries  from  South  America  and 
encouraging  the  sending  of  Roman 
Catholic  missionaries.  "We  resent,” 
he  said  to  me  in  a  signed  statement, 
“that  an  inquisitorial  office  estab¬ 
lished  in  any  foreign  office  should 
decide  whom  we  are  to  entertain  as 
our  guesU  and  who  should  not  enUr 
our  countries."  Dr.  Seoane  is  a  Cath¬ 
olic  with  a  sister  who  teaches  in  a 
Nun’s  school  in  this  country. 

Perhaps  the  attitude  of  the  vast 
majority  of  Latin  Americans  could 
not  be  summed  up  better  than  by 
the  statement  cf  Dr.  Luis  Alberto 
Sanchez,  a  distinguished  Peruvian 
publicist,  who  is  at  present  lecturing 
at  Michigan  University,  and  who  re¬ 
cently  said: 

Welcomes  Protestantism 

"Fundamentally  a  believing  people, 
though  temporarily  skeptical  and 
consequently  filled  with  uncertainty. 
Latin  Americans  need  to  find  their 
way  by  looking  up.  by  taking  their 
bearings  and  examining  different 
routes.  My  own  experience  has  taught 
me  that  this  slow  and  painful  method, 
this  wading  through  layers  of  pa¬ 
tient  routine,  is  the  best  way  of 
getting  at  the  essence  of  things.  Let 
people  from  everywhere  come  to  our 
countries;  let  them  come  each  with 
his  truth,  his  culture,  his  language, 
his  religion.  Here  with  us.  they  will 
be  converted  to  what  is  ours  In  the 
measure  to  which  what  is  ours  is 
purified  and  amplified  in  contact 
with  what  is  theirs.  Our  great  weak¬ 
ness.  I  repeat,  is  that  of  living 
eolonially  and  of  being  treated  as 
colonials.  We  do  not  need  liberators 
whose  first  word  to  us  would  be  one 
learned  in  some  foreign  office,  how¬ 
ever  generous  or  righteous  that  word 
might  be.  Let  religious  faith  come  to 
us  without  the  trappings  of  monopoly 
and  without  the  lubrication  of  im¬ 
perial  privilege.  Faith  is  not  cre¬ 
ated  nor  strengthened  by  external 
methods.  It  is  an  Intimate  process, 
an  unsettling  process,  an  eminently 
personal  process.  It  Is  generated  as 
the  result  of  an  irresistible  necessity 
and  it  develops  best  in  open  spaces, 
in  contact  with  other  lives,  other 
ideas,  and  above  all.  In  contact  with 
nature  which  though  close  to  man 
is  still  so  foreign  to  man. 

“Let  no  government  office,  there¬ 
fore,  pretend  to  take  us  under  Its 
tutelage  even  In  matters  religious. 
Let  them  leave  us  free  to  determine 
st  least  out  metaphysical  destiny, 
since  they  have  deprived  us  of  the 
privilege  of  doing  this  In  a  physical 
sense.  And  may  they  believe  us  when 
we  say  that  there  are  areas  in  in¬ 
dividual  and  collective  life  where  the 
worst  prescription— is  a  prescription! 
And  the  problem  we  have  been  con¬ 
sidering  is  a  case  In  point."

Continued  I  rum  P*gc  One 
that  we  may  be  tempted  to  take  a 
part  away  from  the  whole. 

In  this  article  we  shall  think  about 
Ood's  work  in  regeneration.  Regen¬ 
eration  has  been  defined  as  “that  act 
of  Ood  by  which  the  governing  dis¬ 
position  of  the  soul  is  made  holy,  and 
by  which,  through  truth  as  a  means, 
the  first  holy  exercise  of  this  dispo¬ 
sition  is  secured.”  (Strong,  p.  909, 
Systematic  Theology.)  Dr.  Mullins 
tp.  578.  The  Christian  Religion  in  iU 
Doctrinal  Expression*,  says.  "Re¬ 
generation  may  be  defined  as  the 
change  wrought  by  the  8pirtt  of  Ood. 
by  the  use  of  truth  as  a  means,  in 
which  the  moral  disposition  of  the 
soul  is  renewed  in  the  usage  of 
Christ.” 

These  definitions  and  others  fall 
short  of  the  complete  Idea  of  re¬ 
generation  but  there  are  certain 
things  to  which  we  may  give  atten¬ 
tion  in  seeking  to  find  a  better  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  new  birth.  That 
which  is  bora  of  flesh  is  flesh”  and 
cannot  inherit  the  Kingdom  of  Ood. 
Only  that  which  is  born  of  the 
Spirit  can  inherit  the  Kingdom  of 
Ood.  The  Holy  8pirit  convicts  us  of 
our  sin  and  He  leads  us  to  see  the 
need  of  a  changed  life.  It  Is  through 
the  work  of  the  Spirit  of  Ood  that 
we  are  able  to  realize  the  possibility 
of  the  new  nature  brought  about  in 
the  new  birth.  Without  the  Spirit 
man  is  not  able  to  take  the  first  step 
toward  salvation. 

The  work  of  regeneration  comes  by 
means  of  Truth  as  we  see  It  revealed 
through  Jesus  Christ.  And  so  no  man 
is  able  to  deny  the  importance  or 
the  reality  of  the  new  birth.  If  the 
new  birth  had  not  been  based  on 
Truth  some  one  would  have  pointed 
out  long  ago  the  falsity  of  it.  Day 
by  day  we  witness  the  genuineness 
of  regeneration.  The  weight  of  guilt, 
the  feeling  of  emptiness,  and  the  lack 
of  purpose  all  tell  us  bow  sorely  we 
need  to  be  bora  again.  There  is 
nothing  to  fear  about  the  power  of 
Ood's  grace  in  regeneration  for  the 
foundation  is  truth. 

A  third  thing  about  being  bora 
again  Ls  that  a  radical  change  takes 
place.  It  ls  radical  because  all  of 
one's  life  is  touched  by  it.  Body, 
mind,  and  soul  are  permanently  af¬ 
fected  In  that  new  motives  and  new 
purposes  take  the  places  of  the  old 
nature  and  disposition.  Another 
world  ls  opened  up  to  the  regenerated 
with  new  Interests  and  desires.  Old 
things  are  passed  away  and  all  things 
become  new.  A  change  of  such  mag¬ 
nitude  could  never  be  brought  about 
by  reformation  or  training.  Nothing 
is  adequate  to  bring  about  changed 
lives  except  the  grace  of  Ood  through 
regeneration. 

Henry  Clay  once  said  that  he  did 
not  know  for  himself  personally  what 
change  of  heart  spoken  of  by  Chris¬ 
tians  meant  but  he  had  seen  Ken¬ 
tucky  family  feuds  of  long  standing 
healed  by  religious  revivals  and  that 
whatever  could  heal  a  Kentucky  fam¬ 
ily  feud  was  more  than  human. 
Illustrations  of  changed  lives  reveal 
the  power  of  the  Oospel.  Ours  ls  a 
great  task  which  carries  with  It  the 
Joy  of  seeing  people  bom  again.  Every 
church  has  countless  opportunities 
each  week  to  fulfill  the  stewardship 
of  the  Oospel  of  Christ. 

The  radical  change  brings  a  new 
nature  In  the  Image  of  Jesus.  We 
are  bora  again  to  be  like  Jesus.  There

The  story  has  been  told  of  how  Dr 
John  Henry  Jowett  was  seeking  to 
work  out  his  sermon  on  the  text.  “The 
wind  blowrth  where  It  will  and  thou 
hearest  the  voice  thereof  but  knowest 
not  whence  it  cometh  and  whither  it 
goeth,  so  ls  everyone  that  is  bom  of 
the  Spirit." 

Dr.  Jowett  got  along  slowly  with  his 
sermon  and  It  seemed  that  the  verse 
would  not  yield  Its  message.  He 
closed  his  books  and  went  for  a  walk 
by  the  sea.  There  he  met  an  old 
fisherman.  The  minister  felt  sure 
that  a  sailor  would  know  what  the 
wind  ls.  8o  he  asked.  "Sir.  tell  me 
what  you  know  about  the  wind.”  The 
old  seaman  replied,  "I  don't  know 
anything,  sir,  but  I  can  hoist  a  sail 
when  she  blows."  There  we  have  the 
answer— when  the  wind  blows,  hoist 
the  sail.  Much  about  regeneration 
puzzles  us  but  only  one  thing  matters, 
when  the  Spirit  of  Ood  comes  upon 
us  we  can  let  Ood  work  His  wonders 
through  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 
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
